bio 1 Apply this argutiient to the Eng- 
lish Law Ordiflivnpe, 1867, which enacts 
that " civilittn:d:criminal laws of Eng 
land as the same existed on 19th Nov., 
1 858, and so far as ilu same arc not from 
local circumstances inapplicable, shall Ije 
MisSit&vcB ;in; "British 'Col u m bia, " and it 
t »f^o|foVs ■ that as * tho j udges have no 
power to enact laws therefore they have 
• no power to decide what laws are ap- 
plicable ; or, take tho County Court 
Ordinancp, 1867, which enacts that "so 
lijuch of [certain Imperial acts] as are 
applicable to this colony are hereby 
ad<lpte.'l and enacted," etc.; yet County 
' o, <,ft8, w.eUia8 .Supreme. Court Judges — in: 
■'"'igtforaace of the rule laid down by 
Tl have been for years deciding, 
as tiie occasion arose, what ' parts of 
these acts are applicable. 

It seems only necessary to add that 
. - by the "Civil Procedure Ordinance, 
1869," it was enacted that certain Eng-

it was judicially decided that 
"i*! - tho English rule requiring ten days' no- 
' tice of trial was not applicable to this? 
countrv, and ah unfortunate defendant 
who had been unable to attend on a 



six days' notice, and had judgment 
given against him e:c pitrte, was refused 
a new trial on any terms. It was 
mainly for this purpose that the legis- 
lature, with , the concurrence of the 
lega^pra^i||6nBS|,', transferred tho 
power to make rules from the judges to 
the government.

Matsqdi, July 20th, 1880. 
To THE Editor op the Colonist : — 
Sir. — It would ajipear from tho press 
that a diversity of opinion exists con- 
cerning the Matsqui dyke, but to sot 
tiers living in its immediate vicinity, 
and wlio.so interests are most attected 
by it, it is evident that tho work is 
a complete ..failure since it has already 
given way in two places: 1st, at tho 
upper end where tlio bulkhead yielded 
to a pressure of six feet of water; 2nd, 
at tho lower end (No. 2 slough) where 
it yielded to a pressure of le.ss than five 
foot. 

Now, if the dyke w:a8 inssufficient to 
resist the freshet of this year how would 
it have fared in- 1876 when the 
freshet exerted a pressure of ten feet, 
that is four feet more than that under 
which it gave way this year? It is evi- 
dent, then, that, tho dyke as it now" 
stands is not only of no practical util- 
ity but it is even ausinjury on account 
of the expense it entails bn the settlers. 

The work has been very imperfectly 
done throughout; one instance will il- 
lustrate this: Tho gate at No. 3 slough 
broke on the 24th .ilay, 1879; the con- 
tractors then acknowloflged that it was 
built, too. hastily and at an improper 
time. ' They rebuilt it this year and 
and yet, under a pressure of three feet, 
the top of the breastwork bent and the 
water liltered through, carrying away 
the soil from the back, while the con- 
tractor attempted (unsuccessfully of 
course) to shut out the water, with hay 
and brush.. '7; ' . 

The parts of tho dyke I have men- 
tioned were the only ones aflected by 
the high water this year as the river 
did not rise high enough to test the 
other pai'ts, but it is plain Uiat an em- 
bankment built up in many places with 
sand'carihof withstand ' the'-actibh of 
the water. The loss of crops haS been 
very serious to the settlers who arc 
now convinced that the contractors are 
either unwilling to do tiie work satis- 
factorily or incapable ef doing it.

The list of tortures inflicted on the 
French convicts in New Caledonia is a 
black one. One of the milder forms 
of punishment consists in shutting up 
ninety men in a sijace iutend,dd .jOiily 
for thirty, and leaving tliem there all 
night, with water up to the- calves of 
their legs. The otticials'thSmselves are 
punished for bearing any complaints 
from tho prisoners to their ofKcer.s. 
Impri.sonraont in cells without light 
and air is also resorted to, and there 
the prisoner is supplied only with such 
food as quickly produces scurvy. He 
is kept in chains,' water is given him jn 
one of his shoes, as no cup is allowed, 
and when the doctor ordei's a ration 
of wine and soup the liquids are mixed. 
When wine is supplied, it is always 
bad, being rendered sour by the cli- 
mate, and not oven (it to make vinegar 
of. Flogging is frequently inflicted 
with great violence, and with slight 
provecation, and the convicts 
aro often put in irons for being 
ill. Perhaps tho most agoniz- 
ing torture is that of hanging a convict 
by the legs and loaving him to tije 
mercy of tho mosquitos. One mt^n 
treated in this manner went mad on 
the spot. The officers make no scruple 
of using their revolvens, and on one 
occasion a warder lodged fivo bullets in 
tho body of a man in one of the cells.

a joke on her, never imagining for a 
moment that it would resultso seriously;

THK SKXn BAY MURDER. 

Yees-Ohes, a Kitinat Indian, . on re- 
mand, charged with the wilful uiurder.pf 
an Indian boy named Albert atKeah Bay 
on the 12th Juno, 1880. 

Tho prisoner was defended by Mr. 
Theo. Davie and Hr. H. C. Courtney. 

Mr. Ale.^.- Davio said that ho had been 
instructed to appear for tho M'ashington 
Territory authorities and would apply for 
the committal of the prisoner ponding tho 
necessary requisition for his extradition. 
Previous to proceeding with the evidence 
ho briefly narrated the circumstances sur- 
rounding the caso with which tho public 
are already acquainted, In support of tho 
allegations made ho (Mr.Davie) would call 
w^itnosses whoso evidence, ho submitted, 
would conclu.nively prove tho guilt of the 
prisoner. 

Charles W'illoughby, Indian agent at 
Xeali Bay, having sworn to tho truth of 
his information, Mr. A. Davie said he 
would caW Charley, one of tho Indians 
who was an accessory before tho fact. 

Mr. Theo. Davio questioned tho admi.ss- 
ibility of the evidence as the witness was 
one of tho throe Indians who, it was al- 
leged, had conspired to murder tho de- 
ceased. But apart from that question, it 
looked to him as if these proceedings 
wore very unich like persecution. Eto 
could not understand why accomplices 
should bo taken out of gaol in Washing- 
ton Territorj' and brought over horo to 
testify against the prisoner. It was very 
striingo that two admitted murderers 
should bo allowed to bo at largo simply to 
to prosecute tho prisoner whose giiilt was 
still in question. 

Mr, Alex. Davie said that the evidence 
of accomplices was admissible and in tho 
present caso would bo corroboratud. 
Thoir jjrosonce in British Columbia would 
bo explained in duo cour.so. The only 
question boforo the Court was wliether or 
not the prisoner should bo oxtrnditod 
under tho treaty. Ho (iMr. Davie) liad 
proposed to call the principal witnesses 
Brst, but in deference to his Honor's sug- 
gestion would further o.xnmine Oapt.Wil- 
loughby who had laid the information. 

Chas. Willoughby, recalled, testified 
that ho was acquainted with tho deceased 
who belonged to thoQeullohtit tribe of In- 
dians and was under his jurisdiction. On 
June 12th the deceased left witness' placo 
at Neah Bay, having .$200 in Ills posses- 
sion, entrusted to him to carry to a trading 
post l(i miles distant. Witness saw the 
deceased on the night of the lltli, and ho 
told witness ho was going to tako the 
money to Mr. Baxter. After boing gone 
five or six days and no tidings, being .re- 
ceived of him, deceased's. people carao',. to 
Noah Bay to enquire about him. . ' Wit- 
ness suspected foul play and sot to work 
to hunt up the circumstances. After four 
searches through the woods, with the as- 
sistance of whites and Indians, tho body 
of the boy was found. Hi.s head was lit- 
orally hacked to pieces. . Believed tho 
body was found either on the 22nd or 23i'd 
June; all that could bo • discovered on tho 
body was a m.iil entrusted to the boy and 
a knife, pipe and tobacco. No money was 
found. After taking tho body to Neah 
Bay for burial an Indian came forward 
and made a statement which resulted in 
the arrest of tho murderers. The prisoner 
had managed to escape to this side. Four 
820 gold pieces were placed in witness' 
poasossion by the wifo of Sookley, one of 
tlio priaonors arrested at Neah Bay. After 
the arrest of Sookley ho confessed tho 
whole aflair. Tho wife of Charley, who 
was arrested subsoquontlyj paid §60 over 
to witness, who communicated with tho 
authorities horo in order to effect tho ar- 
rest of tho prisoner Yoos-Chos. 

To tho Conrt — I identiBed tho body by 
the clothing it had on and by tho letters 
found in the boy's possession. Tho whole 
front of tho face was chopped off and the 
teeth wore lying on the ground close to 
whero the murder was committed. 

At this stage of the proceedings the 
hearing of tho case was adjoi mod at the 
request of counsel for the prisoner until 
noon on Thursday, his Honor intimating 
that ho would require the . witnesses to 
entisr Into reoognizances to appear; 

The case of Alfred Raper was post- 
poned for one day.

The arrival of Mr. Bradlaugh at the 
House of Commons on tho day of his 
release, in accordance with his design, 
afterwards relinquished,- of attempting 
to take his seat, formed tho occasion of 
a remarkable demonstration. It had 
been announced that Mr. Bradlaugh 
would reach tho House at one o'clock, 
and about half an hour boforo that 
time a crowd began to assemble, , that 
in a few minutes had assumed suffi- 
cient dimensions to warrant tho police 
forming the waiting people into a lino 
up tho centre of the hall, in tho same 
manner as is customary when' parlia- 
ment is being opened. From that time 
tlie crowd gradually got denser, so 
rnuch,jSO,,that a little after ono a rein- 
forcemeni 0^ police had to be fetched. 
As time went on arid there was no sign 
of Mr. Bradlaugh, speculation began to 
be exchanged as to whether ho would 
not think it, better, after all, to stop 
away ; but those who seemed to know 
most were .firm in. their opinion that ho 
would bo sure to come, and in.thiB.thoy 
proved they were right. Tiie crowd 
however well thoy might know Mr. 
Bradlaugh, evidently knew very little 
of the legisluturo of the country, as oiie 
after another member passed in, in- 
cluding even Mr. Broadh.urst, alowjist 
unnoticed. So, too, with Mr."'Aslilon 
Dilke, Mr. Rylunds, and Mr, Samuel 
son, jr., who stood for half an hour at 
the iiioinbors' entrance without anyone

Astronomers tell ua - that we ^ are 
entering upon a period when an occur 
rence will take place in tho heavens 
which has not been known for more 
than eighteen centuries. Tho four 
largest of the planetary bodies, Jupiter, 
Uranus, Saturn and Neptune, are ap- 
proaching their perihelion points in 
space, are sweeping in their gigantic 
orbits nearer and nearer to the sun, 
and their simultaneous approximation 
to the central mass of tho solar system 
has inspired some minds with fears as 
to . thq.ppssiblo results,to>that partioular 
pliinMoii which wo dwell.-- There is'no 
need for any anxiety, however, as such 
an event has happenotl several times 
before, and probably will happen often 
again, without causing the smallest in- 
convenience to any human being. Tho 
perihelion of a planet being. tUiat 
point in its orbits whore it comes 
nearest to the sun, and all tho planets 
being at different distances from that 
luminary, it follows that some of them 
approach the sun — or are in -peri- 
helion — more frequently than others. 
Neptune, the most distant of all, takes 
164 years to complete its movement 
round tho sunj while Jujjitor, in size, 
the king of tho planets, he whom the 
Greeks called Phaethon, and tho 
Egyptians "Brilliant," sweeps round in 
less than a twelfth part of the time. 
Tho last occasion when - a stellor- 
phenomenon ,similn,r to .: that which is 
about to happen was i at. the beginning 
of last century, '.when' all four of thbse 
wandering worlds neared tho sun al- 
most simultaneously. That was iu 
1708 and the following years, and if 
there were any ground for supposing, 
that earthquakes and plagues attended 
these unusual events history ought: to 
inform us of dire calaniities at that 
time affecting the globe. Yet there is 
no satisfactory proof of the earth hav- 
ing been disturbed about that period; 
on the contrary, she seems to have 
adopted iin attitude ' of perfect in- 
difference, in spito of tho proximity of 
the major planets. The great plague 
happened in tho year 1665, and can 
hardly, therefore, bo put down to the 
malignant iuflueneo of planetary 
perihelia; more especially as it can bo 
accounted for by other causes, such as 
unsanitory conditious of life, and an 
absence of <a'>sui£cient amount of fruit 
and fresh" Vegetables -in thW ''popular 
diet of the age. If there are any who 
would atribute the war of tho suc- 
cession- to these resplendent heavenly 
bodies, they should, in common fair 
ness to Jupitor and Neptune, remember 
that the peacoof Utrecht which ended 
tho contest was hap^l^^cismentedg in 
1713, At a tirab when, according' to 
astrology, 'riot - the "dogs of war," but 
the more terrible wolves of famine, to 
say nothing of earthquakes and tem- 
pests, ought to have been reveling iu 
.slaughter all over tho world. Why 
should we aseriba „i)alef ul powers to 
any conjunctiori'ioi tlie countless ^OBtsof 
heaven] There is really no al)adoW', of 
astronomical ground for believing that 
the other planets exercise any sway 
over the meteorological conditions un- 
der which wo live. Tho perturbing 
power of tiiese bodies is limited to 
slightly altering the eliptical orbit of 
the earth, and beyond that they have 
assumed toward our smaller planet an 
attitude of perlEect complacency. — Lon- 
don Telegraphy

' The agreement of tho llerlin Confer 
ence regai-ding the Greek frontier con 
stitutes an almost personal triumph foi 
Sir Charlos Dillcp, whose chief reason 
for accepting the present post' -^vas'^hii- 
d -sire to promote a jusc settlement of 

he Greek claims, which he had lon^ 
■ idvocated as chairman of tho Greol; 
Jommitteu and otherwise. When h( 

issumed office he induced Eurl Gr.^n 
ville and the rest of the Cabinet to 
leave tho Greek question practically in 
his hands. It ia intimated that the 
personal relations between Sir .jCharle> 
Dilke and Gambetta and their proVious 
co-operation insured tho diplomatic 
harmony of Franco and England at the 
Berlin Conference. Their accord se- 
cures Greace not all she claimed or 
desired, but sufl'icieut additional terri- 
tory, including Janina, to maintain 
her political independence and military 
defonsibility. The delegates before 
signing the protocol communicated 
with their respective Governments and 
received special authority to agree to 
it. Turkey proteat.s, but it is not ex- 
pected that^, the Sultan, when he re- 
ceives the coliectivo note, will offer 
more than pa.ssivo resistance, leaving 
the Albanians to tight it out if thoy 
like. Greece is however, already pre- 
pared to deal with him.
